Applicant hereby submits comments regarding the Examiner's Statement of 
Reasons for Allowance, which accompanied the Notice of Allowability dated June 28, 2005. 

In a telephone interview granted to Applicant's attorney by the Examiner, the 
invocation of 35 U.S.C. § 112(6) was discussed. It was decided that Applicant's attorney 
should submit brief comments regarding this issue. 

Applicant does not agree that invocation of 35 U.S.C. § 1 12(6) is proper in this 
case. In claims 5 and 7, for example, the phrase "means for adjusting" in paragraph 14 of 
claim 5 and paragraph 14 of claim 7 clearly includes sufficient structure for achieving the 
specified function. That structure includes the pedestal secured to the respective fishing pole 
holder elements.
